The article, cabled May 31 when 
the Allies were smashing at the 
Germans from the south and west 
toils of the operations

Furness, veteran of the First Di­ 
vision in 1917-18 and attached to 
that division as a Red Cross work­ 
er in the Tunisian campaign. 
It relates how with determined 
set to his jaw he would be driving 
a shivering Chevvy filled to over­ 
flowing with such item s as soap, 
towels, candy bars, tobacco, read­ 
ing material, writing paper for the 
boys up front. 
He has little time 
for small talk and the comforts of 
home. 
These things have been left 
behind by the soldiers at the front 
and Tom is a true soldier. 
He spends much of his time in 
the field. 
It’s not a desk job. It’s 
a job that has taken him and his 
colleagues 
through 
divebombing, 
strafing attacks. 
Numerous are 
the times they have jumped their 
Chevvy into a foxhole to escape 
the fire of enemy planes. 
He has learned about new guns, 
rifles, tanks, 
military 
vehicles-- 
everything that makes the present 


f army click. 
In his own words, his 
. conception of a Red Cross field 
! director is “a man whose job it is 
: to live with his troops, work with 
his troops and share their dangers. 
! In other words, he is a soldier— 
I the same as a guy with a gun, ev- 
1 en though he must be classified 
1 as 
a 
noncombatant. 
The 
boys 
! won’t respect you unless they see 
you are sharing their danger and 
troubles. 
Then they are sold on 
: you and on the Red 'Cross. 
A 
i soldier is a simple man who wants 
1 and needs simple things. 
He is a 
homesick guy and little things we 
can do for him, even though he 
may take them for granted at the 
moment, are tremendously appre­ 
ciated and this 
appreciation 
is 
shown in many ways. 
Their ap­ 
preciation is our reward.” 
The director’s job is two-fold. 
There’s the personal welfare wopk 
in which he makes him self respon­ 
sible for the civilian phase of a 
soldier’s life where the army must 
of necessity leave off. He is a rov­ 
ing ambassador of good will, trans­ 
mits m essage to and from the 
soldier and his family. 
Secondly, 
is the work of delivering comfort 
articles 
which fill 
his 
creaking 
Chevvy, the task of keeping mor­ 
ale at a high level, the job of keep­ 
ing the Yanks sm iling on their 
job.

RAZING OLD STATION 
A crew of workmen this week 
is engaged in the razing of 
the 
Pennsylvania low grade division 
passenger station at DuBois, and 
within ten days another landmark 
1 of the early days of that city will 
pass into history. The station, still 
a strongly constructed brick-and- 
timber affair, in spite ol the fact 
that it has not been used for a 
decade, is being removed by the 
railroad company to salvage the 
valuable timbers and lumber that 
were used in its construction. P- 
R. R. officials at DuBois were un­ 
able to state when the station was 
erected, but it was well over half 
a century ago. The railroad was 
put through in the late 70\s but 
the fine, large .station that served 
so well until it 
was 
abandoned, 
was not constructed until several 
years later, and it is believed to 
be about 60 years old.

duced a resolution under which the 
work will be done by the borough 
and a start will be made as soon 
as possible so that it can be fin­ 
ished before the fall rains start. 
The finance committee 
report­ 
ed ' 190,985.36 in the general fund 
and that they had retired two of 
the 1913 issue bonds. 
The sum of 8250 was voted to 
the Selective Service Fund which

A CITY PRAYER 
A suggestion that the council meetings in Man­ 
chester, England, be opened with prayer wa^ carried 
by a large majority recently. 
One of the prayers offi­ 
cially adopted for its use is deserving of consideration. 
As the Christian Science Monitor says in comment­ 
ing upon it, “with the ideas contained therein, the delib­ 
erations of any council would surely be set free from 
much that is sordid and selfish.” Here it is: 
“O God, grant us a vision of our city, fair as she 
might be; a city of justice, where none shall prey on 
others; a city of plenty, where vice and poverty shall 
if cease to fester, a city of brotherhood, where all success 
Ishall be founded on service, and honor shall be given 


jo nobleness alone, a city of peace, where order shall 
not rest on force, but on the love of all lor the city, the 
great mother of the common life and weal. Hear Thou, 
O Lord, the silent prayer of all our hearts as we each 
pledge our time and strength and thought to speed the 
day of her coming beauty and righteousness. 


DANGER IN SWIMMING 
This is the swimming season, a joyous time it is, 
especially for the younger boys. 
It is a sad time, too, 
for it is also the season for drownings. And this year, 
over a large part of the country, it is more dangerous 
than usual because there has been so much rain, and 
water has been deeper than ordinary, with stronger 
currents. 
Warren county already has had two swimming fatali- 
ties, hence it seems timely to offer a few reminders to 
boys who enjoy this pastime. 
It is a bad time to show off, going beyond the depth 
when they can swim little or not at all. Only the strong 
and expert swimmer can afford to take chances.

even he should go slow in entering water cold enough 
to give him the shivers. 
Another good rule is not to keep on when a fellow 
is exhausted. Swimming is not only a delightful sport; 
it is also hard work, and easily overdone. Take it easy!

through WMC area directors. 
Frank L. McNamee, regional 
manpower director, stated that the 
realignment eliminated six dis­ 
tricts in Pennsylvania and two in 
New Jersey, which heretofore had 
received only limited service. 
The territory formerly within 
districts is incorporated into WMC 
areas, each with a director, and a 
staff to supervise the MC pro­ 
gram and the operations of the 
United States Employment Ser­ 
vice, maintain current analyses of 
the labor market conditions, as­ 
sist industry in effecting the maxi. 
mum utilization of its manpower, 
and to institute agressive recruit­ 
ment campaigns where necessary. 
The realignment will give sever­ 
al areas more territory to serve 
and some of the area management- 
labor war manpower committees 
will be revised and reconstituted 
to fit needs of the new areas. 
Two new areas are set up in 
Pennsylvania, with headquarters 
at Altoona and Greensburg, and 
the Harrisburg area is consolidated 
with 
the 
York-Lancaster 
area. 
Headuarters for this area will be 
at Lancaster, and Harold J. Mehl 
will serve as acting area director. 
No area management-labor war 


manpower committees will be set 
up for the Greensburg and Altoona 
areas because of the wide expanse 
covered by both, but local office 
committees will continue to func­ 
tion. The Greensburg area will 
include the service zones of the 
following USES offices: Greens­ 
burg, Latrobe, Uniontown, Wash­ 
ington, 
Indiana, 
Butler, 
New 
Castle, Sharon, Oil City, Mead­ 
ville, Corry and Warren. Paul F. 
Murphy has been named director 
of this area which extends from 
the Maryland-West Virginia line to 
New York State. The Greensburg 
area includes most of Washington, 
Fayette and Westmoreland coun­ 
ties, and all of Greene, Somerset, 
Indiana, Armstrong, Butler, Law­ 
rence, Mercer, Venango, Clarion, 
Forest, Crawford and Warren.
